The ticket sellers were transacting the 
day's business, ainid great public 
test, on a ¢@-cent-a-mile basis, and were 
also-preparing for the expected rush of 
travel on the morrow, when, by order 
of the Federal Court and the railroads, 
the 2-cent law becomes actually opera- 
tive.

The rate to Danville, ULL., 
Which is 47 miles nearer than Spring- 
field, Mo., is $5.76, anc the rate to Cairo, 
87 miles nearer, is $5.30. 

One of the longest rides within the 
State out of St. Louis is to Maryville, 
Mo., 318 miles distant on the Wabash. 
‘his now costs $9.34, and will, under the 
new rate, cost $6.36. To Seligman, Mo., 
on the Frisco, the distance and the ¢dif- 
ference in-rates are the same.

Building Will Be of the Re- 
naissance Style With 
Basement.

The new Carnegie Library, on the site 
of the old Exposition Building, as de- 
signed by Architect Cass Gilbert of New 
York, will be an imposing two-story 
and basement structure, with a front of 
220 feet on Olive street, and a depth of 
165 feet. It will have an immediate ca- 
pacity for 550,000 volumes, which can 
be readily increased to 750,000 volumes. 

The building will be of the renaissance 
style and will be constructed either of 
marble, granite or stone, the materiat 
not having been decided upon by the 
board. It will cost $1,200,000 and will be 
completed within two years. 

In the rear of the library building, 
which will stand back 75 feet from Otive 
street, there will be a sunken garden 
or a small park. There will be large 
stone steps in front of the building, 
leading into the main entrance. On the 
first or main floor, there will be the 
celivery and stock rooms, the open 
shelf. reference reading, periodical and 
art book and special collection rooms. 

Lecture Room Possible. 

On the seeond floor will bo the Hbrari- 
an’s office, catalogue and order depart- 
ments, exhibition room, class rooms and 
perhaps a lecture room with a seating 
capacity of 360. 

The plans were made public Tuesday, 
after a conference between Architect 
Gilbert and several members of the Li- 
brary Board. 

Mr. Gilbert, in an interview, explained 
the plans and the purposes of a library 
building. 

“A public library must not only be a 
beautiful building, but must properly be 
a useful one,’ he said. ‘The conven- 
fence of the public as well as. che work- 
ing staff is of prime importance, 

“The important functions of a library 
are: The stockroom (where the books 
are kept), the reference reading room, 
the open-shelf room and the delivery 


room, Y% 
Convenience Considered, 

“Tt 1s essential that these three de- 
partments should be closely connected 
with the stockroom, and at the same 
time readily accessible to the public. A 
visitor entering the new public library 
on the Olive street side will pass 
through an imposing ornamental vesti- 
bule directly to the delivery room, 
which ts in the center of the whole 
structure. 

‘‘The stockroom is placed immediately 
behind the delivery room, To the right 
of the delivery room, as you enter from 
Oliv@ street, is placed the space for 
public catalogues, which, in turn, opens 
into the reference reading room.

The juvenile reading 
room, with its dependencies, !s placed 
on the Olive street front, !n the south- 
west corner of the building.”’ 

Newspaper Reading Room. 

“The newspaper reading room is in 
the Fourteenth street front, with an 
entrance from Locust street. The branch 
and stations departments are on the 
Thirteenth street side, and will also be 
entered from Locust street. In addition 
to these features there will be a service 
driveway from Thirteenth street, so that 
the handling of supplies and delivery 
and return of books to and from the 
branch libraries can all be done under 
cover and without obstructing the street 
or defacing the property. 
the second story on the Olive 
front are placed the exhibtiion 
rooms, classrooms, special study rooms, 
the librarian’s office, catalogue and or- 
der departments and other working de- 
partments of the library service. A 
public lecture room to seat 350 persons 
has been suggested in this story, but it 
is possible that it will be placed at an- 
other potnt in the butlding or other 
rooms may be used for that purpose. 

“Im the exterior design an effort has 
been made to give the building a serious 
and monumental character’. consistent 
with its purpose and to express in a 
large way the various functions of the 
structure.

The open courts immediately in the 
rear of the delivery room will furnish 
an abundance of light.

A large semi-circuiar 
desk 40 feet across in the delivery room 
will face the vestibule entrance.

Witness Fled From City. 


Baher appeared as a witness when 
the Williams case was called for trial 
June 3 The case was laid over until 
June 5 pending the selection of a jury 
and on VJune 6 Baker failed to appear. 
Circuit Attorney Sager, arguing for a 
continuance of the case, stated in open 
court that he had_ information that 
Baker had by means of bribery been 
induced to flee from the city. The case 
was then continued until July 8. 

On June 10 Baker was found in De- 
troit, Mich., and brought back to St. 
youls. He was taken before the grand 
jury and there told the circumstances 
of his leaving the city. 

Baker's statement to the grand jury 
supplemented by a statement made by 
Harry Brolaski submitted to Judge Sale 
and the contempt proceedings followed. 
Baker was married by a Justice of the 
Peace last Saturday to the woman 
whom he has been introducing as his 
wife and whom he left at the New 
Commercial Hotel when he disappeared 
from the city. They are both wards of 
the Circuit Attorney while the Wil- 
liam’s trial is pending. 

“Little Georgie’ Willams, a former 
detective, shot and killed Lee Killian, 
also a former detective, on the night of 
Feb. 26, in the saloon of Thomas K. 
McGrath, 12 Olive street. Baker saw 
the tragedy. At the time of the killing 
Don Killian, a brother of Lee, Was 
heaten over the head with the butt of a 
revolver. McGrath was indicted for as- 
sault to kill Don Killian. 


Bribery Indictment Expected, 

It is said that one indictment charg- 
ing bribery will be returned by the pres- 
ent grand jury against a man interest- 
ed in the case of Willlams, 

Williams has killed three men. He 
was tried once for murder and acquit- 
ted. A Coroner's jury exonerated him 
of the other muraer. He has been in 
jail éever since the killing of Killian. 

Others to Be Accused,

By Albert J. Beveridge. 
HE issue of the next campaign will 
Ty be whether the historic move- | 
ment of the past five years shall | 
continue. 

The statesmanship of President Roose- 
velt will be attacked on the one hand 
by extreme radicals, who would de- 
stroy in order to cure; on the other 
hand by extreme reactionaries, who do 
not even admit the existence of any 
evils. What the American people tun- 
Ger the leadership of Theodore lovose- 
velt have been doing for the past five 
Years is merely straightening out some 
of the improper methods that have 
grown up in the swift and enormous 
development of American business. 

Most of the things proposed and some 
of the things accomptished have already 
been on tic statute books of Englund 
for a number of years.- And yet it is 
®@ common saying that English business 
tmaeihods are the most conservative in 
the world. Even those who are dissat- 
isfied with what has been done und 
What it is proposed to dp, will, in the 
end, find that every bit of it is for the 
welfare instead of for the the injury 
of legitimate business. In a iarge way, 
What are known as the policies of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be the issve of the 
next campaign. No honest business man | 
or corporation need be alarmed, for no ' 
vicious or revengeful legislation will be 
tulerated. 

Railway Legislaticn. 

Not to attempt to Zo. into details, one 
or two of them may, nevertheless, ber 
mentioned.

The scientific laundryman has almost 
overcome the collar that breaks where it 
is folded by a machine which wets th” 
edge of the collar after being sta.ched 
and ironed flat. The wetting of the col- 
lar enables the froner to end the linen 
without cracking it. 

“Hay and oats for feeding our teams, 
soap and other material used in our 
work, have advanced so greatly that we 
can hardly afford to wash shirts and 
collars for the prices now obtained.” 


Address of Welcome. 


George W. Burley, president of the St 
Louis Laundrymen’s Association opened 
the proceedings of the new association 
Monday morning with an address of 
welcome extended te the visiting laun- 
drymen from various cities of the State. 
L.. Reynolds of Kansas City responded 
on behalf of the visiting members. 

At the afternoon sessisn President 
Frank Holman of Moberly made an ad- 
dress. ‘‘Benefits of Organization’ was 
the subject of an address by W. FE. 
Fitch of La Salle. Ill. Both of these 
speakers alluded to the relationship be- 
tween the laundry and the patron and 
advocated higher standards: of work- 
manship. At the evening session J. F. 
Braden, president of the National Laun- 
drymen’s Association, with headquarters 
at Buffalo, N. Y., made an address. 

lL. H. Fischer of Kansas City spoke on 
“Electricity as Applied to the Laundry. 
F’.. W. Schoppenhorst of Louisville, Ky., 
presented “A Few Facts.”’ 


Will Take Car Ride, 


Secretary Glauber gave some figures 
concerning the laundry business in St. 
Louis. He said there were 40 plants in 
the city which had an aggregate of 
$1,500,000 Invested in real estate and 
$1,700,000 in equipment. These institu- 
tions employ from 2500 to 3000 persons, 
who represent an annual payroll of $1,- 
500,000, averaging salaries of $12 to 314 
weekly. 

The object of the new association, ac- 
cording to the general statement sent 
to all laundrymen in the State, is ‘‘to 
advance the interest and general welfare 
of laundry owners and by diffusing 
within the trade accurate information as 
to correct processes and methods, en- 
courage a greater patrenage of steam 
laundries.”’

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Studio Notes | 


Many persons who admired the mag- 
nificent beauty of James Doneghue's 
statue, “Young Sophocles,” in the Art 
Museum, do not know the tragic his- 
tory of the sculptor. 

Doneghue had his studio in Rome, and 
in 1899 he commenced a very colossal 
statue, intended for the exposition in 
Chicago and which he expected to be 
his masterpiece. 

Mr. Charles Coleman, who exhibited 
his pictures at the Art Museum re- 
cently, saw the work in Rome when it 
was nearly completed, and he said it 
was one of the grandest pieces of sculp- 
ture done by an American that he has 
cver seen. 

Finally the statue was compieted and 
ihe sculptor considered wis fondest hepe 
realized. 

Doneghu2 was a poor man, but suc- 
ceeded in bringing the statue to Ameri- 
ca. After landing, he found that he 
had not enough to pay for transporta- 
tion. He left the statue in the custom 
house, 

For several months he worked and 
tried to earn enough money to send his 
rrecious work to Chicago, but could 
not. 

Finally all hope was gone, and the 
sculptor saw the result of all his fond 
labor, the masterpiece of a whole life's 
work, sunk into the sea. 

After that, his affairs seemed to drift 
from bad to worse. No commissions 
came, and he had not the heart to. 
commence another. ideal figure. 

He endured his poverty and despair 
fer @ year or so, and finally ended the 
life which had become too great a bur- 
cen, 

He was found one morning with a 
bullet in his heart, and it was not 
until then that his friends learned the 
State of his affairs. 

Doneghue was mourned 
Ereatest American sculptor 
time. His “Young Sophocles” ; 
powerful representation of the young 
musician, with his lute in his arms, as 


he sprang to the front of his victor- 
ious army, 


The Statue is considered by such 
men as Charles Milhous, whose statue 
St. Louis” stands in front of the 
museum, to be the finest piece of 
American: sculpture now in America. 
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Mr, Edmund H. Wherpel has finished 
a portrait of Dr, William C. Glasgow. 
The commission was given ‘by the 
Alumni of Washington University for 
its annual gift to the school. It will 
be presented in the fall. 

Last year’s gift was a portrait of 
Pr. Baumgartner, painted by Richard 
Miller.

Joplin Woman Tried Two Drugs 
and Finally Resorted to 


Strychnine.

JOPLIN, Mo., June 17.~—After two un- 
successful attempts to end her life, 
Mrs. Anna Parks Toussaint of this city 
Succeeded yesterday, when she took a 
large dose of strychnine at her home, 
220 Missouri avenue. Her determination 
to die was formed with the alleged 
discovery that her husband, Charles 
Toussaint, a furniture dealer, had for- 
Saken her affections for another woman. 

Trouble came to the Toussaints sev- 
eral weeks ago, when a bitter quarrel 
resulted in the first attempt of the wom- 
an, who was 24 years old and the mo- 
ther of a child, to kill herself. She 
took morphine, but was discovered by 


her husband before the slow-moving 
poison had progressed far with its 
work, and the administration of anti- 
dotes recalled her from ethe brink 
death. When ‘she rerovered she stated 
that her married life was unhappy 
and that she had discovered that her 
husband was attentive to another wom- 
an. 

Last Thursday Mrs. 
tried to end her-life, this time taking 
chloroform. Again in the nick of time 
a physician reached her in time to pre- 
vent death. It was then that her hus- 
band and she separated. 

Yesterday's successful attempt at sui- 
cide was discov ered by Mrs. Toussaint’'s 
mother. A physician was called, but 
when he arrived she was dead. 

On a table was a note addressed to 
Mrs. J. L. Sears of 2219 Virginia ave- 
nue, in which Mr. Toussaint asked that 
at her grave the hymns be sung that 
were sung in her girlhood days at 
Cloverdale, Ill., the former home of both 
Mrs. Toussaint and Mrs. Sears. 

The funeral was held here this after- 
noon. Toussaint is not in the city, at 
least he did not attend the funeral.

LENS FALLS, N. Y., June 18—There 
is a new and interesting complication 
in the troubled domestic affairs of 
George N. Ostrander, the wealthy cor- 
poration lawyer of Albany; his former 
wife, who recently divorced him, and 
Mrs. Harriet E. Finch of this city, 


widow of George R. Finch, politician 
and millionaire lumberman and paper 
manufacturer. 

Having procured the divorce she asked 
for, Mrs. Ostrander, who is a _ social 
leader in Albany, has concluded that 
she does not want the divorce at all, 
and declares she will take steps to have 
the decree set aside. Her change of 
heart is said to be due to the fear that 
she has discovered that Ostrander in- 
tends to evade the provision of the de- 
cree forbidding him to remarry; that he 
plans to. go outside this State and 
make Mrs. Finch his wife. 


Decree Was Limited. 

The decree was granted, in interlocu- 
tory form, several months ago, and was 
made final Saturday, setting Ostrander 
free to marry Mrs. Finch. Mrs. Ostran- 


der has notified the judge at Albany not 
to sign the final decree, the time limit 
on which expired on Friday last. 

Mrs. Ostrander now charges that on 
Saturday some person, wholly unau- 
therized by her, appeared in court and 
had her divorce decree entered and 
made effective; that at the time this 
was done, the judge was not in court, 
and that, in his absence, the clerk of 
the court, upon request, entered the de- 
cree. 

In the agreement based upon the di- 
vorce, Mrs. Ostrander was to receive 
$60,000 and to have the custody of their 
son.

This protest has been voiced in Congress at 
various times within the last few years. But the

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TEMPER AND SORE FEET, 
Advice for Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
By Margaret Hubbard Ayer. 
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EOPLE’S temper as well as their 'ooks depend very often upon the condi- 
x tion of their feet. The pain from a tight shoe or a shoe that js tae 
short will change an optimist inte a pessimist, and a chilblain or a bunion 
will so ruin an evening’s enjoyment that it requires all one possesses of fortj- 
tude to stay it through. Too little thought and care are expended on these 
hard-working appendages, but they always take a fine revenge by aching bad- 
ly and telegraphing their displeasure ai’ through the body to the brain. 
When the feet are swollen and burning, bathe them in warm water and rub 
the soles with cut lemon. This will freshen and ease them. Hot sea salt baths 
ere very restful, and another decilious foot bath is made by dissolving two tea- 
spoonfuls of the following in warm water: Alum, 1 ounce: rock salt, 2 ounces, 
and borax, 2 ounces. Besides the usual bath in the morning, when the feet are 
scrubbed with a small brush, they should receive another bath in the evening, 
especially if they are inclined to perspire, burn or ache. jefore putting on 
stockings sprinkle the feet with the following powder: Phenic acid, 10 grams; 
alcohol, 20 grams, starch 200 grams; Florentine orris, 150 grams; essence of yvio- 
let, 2 grams. Dissolve the acid in the alcohol; add the violet essence, then the 
starch and orris root. 

All callous places should be rubbed off with pumice stone, but corns may 
only be permanently removed’by removing the cause—a tight or badly fitting 
shoe. If ankles are weak, high shoes should be worn winter and summer. San-

It was not until a national convention of baseball players held in New 
York in 1857 drafted a set of rules and put the sport on an organized basis 
that its extraordinary development began. In this convention the word ‘‘na- 
tional’ was used for the first time in connection with baseball, and teams 
soon began to spring up in Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and other large cities 
as well as hundreds of towns. 

Today more millions are spent yearly for baseball than belonged to the 
richest man in the United states at the time the game Was getting its start. 
Last season in the minor league 4200 players signed contracts, this year the 
number will reach 4500, with a salary list for the season of $2,900,000, while 
$600,000 more goes to this for the payment of players in the National and Ameri- 
can Leagues. This makes a total of $3,500,000. Members of the outlaw leagues 
and independent clubs bring the total up to the huge figures of $4,000,000, Trav- 
eling expenses, making due allowance for hotel bills and grading the sum ac- 
cording to the caliber of the leagues, shows that the movement of the vari- 
ous clubs takes about $750,000 yearly. : 

Cost of playing fields sends the total soaring higher still, whether the club 
owns or rents its grounds. Not less than $600,000, either in rental or in the 
interest tied up where grounds are owned, goes out yearly for places on which 
the nation’s games shall be played. 





Commission and the National Association of Baseball Clubs, have ex- 

penses that amount to $75,000. The managers take about $300,000 for work 
they do, and training trips, which each year increase in cost, mean another 
$150,000. Baseballs and other equipment put a final $100,000 on the sum, making 
the grand total of $6,245,000 spent every year by owners of large clubs. 3ase- 
ball is conducted at a profit, and this expenditure means that at the gate the 
American public must have paid in not less than $7,000,000. 

These are figures obtainable and capable of proof, but no way offers to 
get at the cost of Uncle Sam’s amateur baseball. There never were so many 
amateur players as now. Thousands of men and boys play the game for love 
to one who did so in the old times. Every town and hamlet has its clubs, 
and in many of them the players spend their own money for expenses.

There were no uniforms then, and the only score kept was the number of 
runs. 

It was because of differing rules under which the infant game was played 
in various parts of the East that a convention of clubs was called to assem- 
ble in Smith’s, 462 Broome street, New York. 

The preliminary meeting was held in March, and at the same place in 
May, two months later, the new rules were adopted. The following clubs 
were represented at the conference by three members each: 


NICKERBOCKER, Gotham, Eagle, Empire, Putnam, Baltic, Excelsior, 
N Atlantic, Harmony, Harlem, Eckford, Bedford, Nassau, Continental, 
Union and Olympic. Under the title of ‘National Organization of Base- 

ball Players” a formal association was perfected. 

Changes of rules made at this session was formally adopted everywhere. 

The Olympic Club of Philadelphia, formed in 1833, promptly abandoned 
townball and took up baseball, and the same movement soon became appar- 
ent all over the country. 

For the first few years after the formation of the new rules 
no recognized championship, but by 1865 the best clubs met each other in 
regular schedule, and the contests between the Athletics of Philadelphia and 
the Aathletics of Brooklyn were acceptd as determining which was the best 
club in- the United States. 

Many players of that early period became famous in other callings in later 
years. The National team of Washington had a renowned center fielder 
ramed Gorman, who in the height of his career went to Washington as United 
States Senator from Maryland. Senator Bulkley of Connecticut was also a dia- 


mond star in the swaddling-clothes days of baseball long before he expected 
to cut out a name for himself in legislation.
